fields and representatives of all gas 
companies in "Wisconsin have been 
invited to attend. 


Seven rules setting up the pro- 


cedure which 
the electriu compan- 


ies must follow in new construction 
work were outlined in a general or- 
der this week. A similar order may 
be issued with respect to gas com- 
panies after the Sept. 22 hearing, 
both designed, the commission said, 
to protect consumers against high 
rates and th© utilities field against 
uneconomical expansion. 


"The need for a general order in 


the field of gas utilities seems to us 
clear," a statement by the commis- 
sioners said. "The tendency toward 
construction of gas lines into new 
territory simply for acquiring terri- 
torial rights is uneconomical. 
The 


practice tends to Increase the cost 
of gas and leads to planes construc- 
tion. 
"Further, the gas utilities situa- 


tion in Wisconsin may be seriously 
affected if natural gas lines outside 
of the state be permitted to enter 
without submitting to the imposition 
of condition which will protect "Wis- 
consin consumers and assure service 
without the payment of unreasonable 
tolls.

of 7,500,000 bushels of wheat to Ger- 
many. Negotiations have been go- 
ing on for several days. 


The sale means the board has dis- 


posed of 52,50,000 bushels of the huge 
store of grain acquired during stab- 
ilization operations. 


Brazil was given 25,000,000 in ex- 


change for 1,050,000 bags of coffee, 
and China bought 15,000,000 bushels 
outright. Th© amount of wheat sold 
at seaboard has been estimated at 
35,000,000 bushels. 


The farm board has not made pub- 


lic the amount of wheat it has left, 
but unofficial estimates this at a 
few million bushels below 200,000,000. 


Chairman Stone of the board re- 


fused until today to comment on the 
German negotiations. 


The announcement today said the 


purchase, bearing 4i per cent inter- 
est and maturing Dec. 31, 1934, was 
guaranteed by the German govern- 
ment. 


Delivery is to be made at 
the 


average rate of 833,333 bushels per 
month and there are provisions for 
the Increase of the monthly quota 
if the Germans desire it. 


The shipments are to be made 


from Atlantic or gulf ports and that 
ships flying the United States flag 
will bo given preference in carrying 
the grain for 50 per cent of 
the 


tonnage.

ment, only after prolonged discus- 
sions. Early this year, previous or- 
flers relative to the practice were 
rescinded pending the outcome of a 
case before the United States Su- 
preme court. 


The case—United States against 


X,aFrance—involving a civil action 
for the collection of taxes, resulted 
in a decision holding that recovery 
of revenue was barred by a previous 
criminal action. Thus, the bureau 
is to take civil action only where 
criminal action has not been carried 
Out or where It is not contemplated. 


The court decision involved An- 


thony 3Trstnce, a Louisiana restau- 
rsuiteur, convicted of selling Jiquor 
in his establishment, thus becoming 
a retail liquor dealer In violation of 
etate and federal laws. When the 
government attempted to collect the 
taxes in a civil case he appealed and 
<was sustained by the supreme,, court. 


Despite the civil action orders, the 


prohibition bureau believes that best 
enforcement of the dry law can be 
obtained through criminal prosecu- 
tions and will continue its principal 
/efforts in this direction.

church Thursday afternoon. 


"Modern youth is supposed to be 


a. group of superficial, cynical, thrill- 
seeking, jazz-enjoying atheists," he 
said. "There are a few such and they 
make a great deal of noise and news- 
paper comment because of their very 
scarcity.- But every youth has within 
him the urg© to make the most of 
life, to live it out to the full. He 
is distressed by the fact that he is 
one kind of person in one environ- 
ment and another in another. He does 
not possess himself He longs for 
something that will unify his life 
and make him master over himself, 
some cause which will take his ener- 
gy and give him the master passion 
and thrill of doing a great worth- 
while thing in an unselfish way. Re- 
ligion is God's answer to that Inner 
demand and we are the connecting 
links between the deepest yearnings 
of youth and the- Father's power to 
meet their need." 


Speaking of evangelism, the speak- 


er said "Evangelism, as I see it, Is 
but friendship operating on Its high- 
est levels. The secret of evangelism 
is knowing more about Christ than 
your listeners do." 


Insight Into Reality 


He pointed out four things which 


would serve to bring about a -new 
and deeper insight into reality. The 
first was a healthy disillusion as to 
the omnipotence of the 
scientific 


method. Agreeing that science has 
done much to improve the workings 
of our material wotld, Dr. Raines 
argued that because the scientist is 
first of all a man the function of sci- 
ence ends when it has 
described 


what happens, and from then on it 
Is the purpose of philosophy and re- 
ligion to tell the meaning and value 
of what happens and to stimulate. 


Second, he advised a deeper in- 


sight into the true nature of pro- 
gress. He pointed out that electricity, 
aeroplanes, radio and all. the-modern 
improvements may not be really ad- 
vances especially if they are used 
lor ignoble and base purposes. 


"We have allowed the categories of 


modern thought to overwhelm us too 
easily" he declared. ""We have bow- 
ed intellectually to the god of size 
and power too quickly. "We may live 
to see that what is held to be the 
last word in cleverness and truth by 
many modern thinkers is but the 
swan song of a dying era, the death 
:JvaiI of an epoch from which already 
^almost all except the noise has van- 
ashed." 


Urges Understanding 


.Third, he pleaded for a deeper un- 


derstanding and 
renewed, insight 


into the transcendent aspect of God's 
nature, and fourth for the cosmic 
significance of Christ. He told how 
God has continually 
entered 
the 


hearts of men through closed doors, 
how he is becoming the conscience 
of the world, and how movements 
delight in trying to prove that He is 
on their side. He pointed out the nec- 
essity of making the Christ of his- 
tory the Christ of experience. 


He told how God, after waiting 


and watching for eons and eons, fin- 
ally chose one with the right here- 
dity and native endowment to sub- 
mit himself to His divine program, 
and how Jesus turned over His 
whole life to the will of God. 
- Rather than counting the radio 
and automobile obstacles to present 
day ministry, Dr. Raines felt that 
they were additional opportunities, 
that the broadcasting of exceptional 
-sermons by famous ministers should 
act as a stimulant to the pastor of 
"the small church forcing him to offer 
his congregation more inspiring talks. 
The renewed interest in religious af- 
fairs and the present revolt against 
the materialistic life he also termed 
opportunities for ministers to re- 
establish faith in th.3 church.

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GOVERNMENT CHARITY 


Despite the insistence from moie 


radical elements, American labor gen- 
erally speaking is taking a definite po- 
sition opposed to public charity or 
doles. Labor leaders are as determined 
in their opposition to governmental 
charity as are the leaders of capital and 
industry. Both advocate maintenance 
of American living standards and both 
sense the danger to these standards if 
individual initiative is dulled by a sys- 
tem of government subsidy to the idle. 


American prosperity has been built 


largely upon individual initiative and 
individual effort. 
Industry has suc- 


ceeded because of constant striving for 
profit and labor reached its high estate 
because special rewards awaited the 
men who did their work well. The in- 
centive to do one's work well was the 
assurance of adequate compensation. 


Government charity, on the other 


hand, puts a premium on idleness and 
indolence. The lazy and the shiftless 
are assured of their existence without 
work, and the industrious are com- 
pelled to pay increased taxes to take 
care of those who refuse to help them- 
selves. Incentive to be industrious is 
destroyed and the whole standard of 
American living is lowered by govern- 
ment paternalism. 


Neither capital nor labor wants this 


condition Jn America. Neither sub- 
scribes to the doctrine that the world 
owes any man a living, but both Sup- 
port the -theory that the world does 
owe every man an opportunity to earn 
a living. Thus far both labor and cap- 
ital have been a unit in approaching 
this problem of providing opportunity 
for work. Labor leaders have discoun- 
tenanced unnecessary strife in industry 
and have condemned revolutionary and 
radical propaganda, and on the other 
hand industrial leaders have been set- 
ting their houses in order to employ 
as many men as possible. 


George W. Mead, the Wisconsin 


Rapids paper manufacturer, recently 
expressed the attitude of many Ameri- 
can industrialists when he said that 
every man who has been on the pay- 
roll of his companies for any appreci- 
able time owns his job and is entitled 
to keep it. His statement is a recog-" 
nition by employers that their employ- 
es are not entirely without rights and 
that there is a moral obligation on the 
part of the employer to give his men 
such work as there is available. 


Cooperation of this nature between 


intelligent labor and enlightened capi- 
tal will keep the menace of the dole 
system from America. Both realize 
that there can be prosperity only where 


, there is industry and there can be in- 


dustry only where there is incentive to 
work. Government charity not only 
destroys incentive but it puts a penalty 
upon industry. 


INSANITY IN CRIME 


Trying to figure out the degree of 


dental responsibility possessed by men 
accused of crime is always a tough job. 
We have made it a good deal tougher 
by tackling it wrong end to. 


A psychiatrist, addressing the bar 


association of a large American city 
the other day, pointed out that the 
courts, in common with most of the 
rest of us, have a faulty idea of what 
insanity really is. 


"America," he said, "has put intelli- 


gence on a pedestal and has neglected 
to recognize that the greater part of 
life is emotional control. It is a mis- 
conception to base a knowledge of 
right or wrong on intelligence. Aca- 
demically trained persons may be sub- 
normal in emotional control." 


When we look for signs of insanity 


in a criminal, 
then we look in the 


wrong place. We ignore the man's 
emotional processes, and inquire only 
into his intellectual side. If he seems 
to h*ve a normal intelligence we at 
one* decide that he is fully accountable 
for his actions— entirely forgetting that 
*n emotional •whirlwind can break 


a the barriers and turn a highly 
" 


intelligent man into something very 
like an out and out lunatic. 


Who has not witnessed or read of a 


criminal trial in which the prosecutor, 
attempting to prove that the defendant 
was mentally sound, pointed out that 
the crime itself was so complicated, so 
carefully planned, that a man of defec- 
tive mentality could not possibly have 
committed it? That plea is a common- 
place of the criminal court room; and 
yet, as this psychiatrist reminds us, 
how little it means! A man's mental 
processes may be faultless—but some 
quirk on the emotional side can trans- 
form him into what we call a maniac. 


THE NEGRO POPULATION 


The census figures show an increased 


rate of growth in the Negro population 
of the United States in the last census 
period as compared with that of 1920, 
being 13.6 per cent as compared with 
the previous count of 6.5 per cent. 


During- the same periods the increase 


in the white population declined from 
16 per cent in 1910-1920 to 15.7 per cent 
in the following ten year period. 


At first thought these figures would 


lead to the assumption that the Negro 
population is increasing at a much 
more rapid rate than the white. But 
the census report can be correctly in- 
terpreted only in the light of the en- 
tire showing of the race in the history 
of America. 


Since the time of the first census in 


1790 the percentage increase of the Ne- 
gro, as to the white race, has declined 
irregularly, although the decline for the 
Negro has been uniformly greater. 


During the nineteenth century the 


Negro increase ranged from a maxi- 
mum of 37.5 per cent in 1810 to a min- 
imum of- 16.2 per cent in 1890. 
Not 


until after 1900 did it fall below 16 per 
cent. 


The census bureau does not disclose 


the reason for the very low rate of 6.5 
per cent during the period 1910 10,1920, 
and it may be assumed to be one of the 
frequent irregularities which occur in 
populations trends, although standards 
of living may have had" considerable 
effect. 


The last report, however, indicates 


that the Negro rate has returned to a 
more normal state which prophesies a 
movement more in balance with the 
white. 


That the increase in the. Negro rate 


for the last decade over thai: of 1910- 
1920 
is not a true index of its trend 


over a long period is again disclosed 
in the percentage of the total Ameri- 
can population represented by the Ne- 
gro. Since 1790 this percentage has 
ranged steadily downward from 19.3 
to 9.7 per cent as shown by the last 
census. Thus, while 140 years ago, 
one out of every five of the total pop- 
ulation was a Negro, the relative posi- 
tion is now less than one in ten.

take it." 


The answer brings forth no torch to 


cheer the gloom of a dark way. The 
flash of wit just dazzles and blinds. 


Interpreted in lines of more ancient 


lore, Mr. Coolidge might have said: 


"Satire's my weapon, but I'm too 


discreet 


To run amuck, and tilt at all I meet."

THE HOSPITAL, FOE INSANITY 


Insanity is a disease. Yet some 


states are so backward or benight- 
ed that they have laws requiring 
Jiat the patient's- mental condition 
be testified to and passed upon by 
' jury. This parading of the sick 


person's Infirmities before the public 
s brutal and it reflects upon the m- 
:elllgence of the people who tolerate 
such medieval practice. Barbarous 
tribes subject their mentally sick 
members to torture, 
ne_glect or 


death 
Some of our states go about 


it with greater refinement, but quite 
as effectively. 


In New Tork there are four ways 


:n which patients may get into the 
state hospitals for the insane, and 
these hospitals are the -very best 
places for such patients, no matter 
whether they have great wealth or 
none. Here are the four ways: 


1. Voluntary act of the "person de- 


siring treatment. In. order to gain 
admission to the hospital the patient 
must be able to comprehend that he 
is -ill and he must be able to remem- 
ber the details of his admission. 
I 


know tw o professional men 'who en- 
ter state hospitals in this way from 
time to time for treatment which 
they 
know Is best given in these 


hospitals. 


2. By physician's certificate on 


request of a relative—tho family doc- 
tor gives the certificate, in a case 
where the patient does not object 
to entering the hospital but still 
does not understand the details of 
voluntary admission or does not ap- 
preciate the necessity for hospital 
care. 


3. Emergency certificate of health 


officer upon which a person can be 
detained for 30 days for cases acute- 
ly ill requiring immediate care. This 
should obtiate the wretched prac- 
tice of keeping insane persons con- 
fined, even for a few days, in jails 
or police stations 


4. Petition or request of a relative, 


examination by two physicians and 
an order of commitment by a judge 
of any court of record. 


There Is still prevalent among peo- 


ple who are uninformed or whose 
ideas about insanity and its treat- 
ment are gained largely from fic- 
tion, a feeling that it Is unfortunate 
or tragic to enter a hospital or san 
Itarium for treatment 
of 
mental 


tnrable 
These institutions should 


encourage more visiting by the pub- 
lic, for the visitor who sees for him 
sclC the atmosphere and the whole- 
some spirit in the hospital Is sure 
to recognize the advantage of such 
care and treatment for any one with 
mental disease. 


Too often the attitude of superin 


tendents and other officers in those 
hospitals is a lazv, callous Indiffep 
ence to the public opinion. If not 
the medical superintendent or his 
medical staff, then some special rep- 
rcspntative of such an institution 
ought to serve as good will officer 
and break down this harsh aloo'nesi, 
and childish horror, most of which 
is as silly as the lurid fancies of 
the sucker from the sticks on his 
first pight of big town night life.

New York—A great scientist who 


las served the United States govern- 
ment 53 years and saved the Ameri- 
can people many millions ot dollars 
trill go to France, because there he 
can.live on his pension 
of $100 a 


month. He is Dr. L. O. Howard, for- 
mer chief entomologist 
of the de- 


partment of agriculture, designated 
>y foreign scientists as "the greatest 
living economic entomologist." His 
new book, "The Insect Menace," is 
out today. The French government 
gave him the ribbon of the Legion ot 
3onor. His own government has not 
so honored him. 


Dr. Howard saved the citrus fruit 


Industry by finding means to com- 
aat the cottony, cushiony scale, from 
Australia. He and 
his associates 


made possible the Smyrna fig indus- 
try in California, but 
discovering 


that the luxuriant but barren fig or- j 
chards must have 
Mediterranean | 


wasps for pollen carriers. He opened 
the way for the Panama Canal by 
proving that mosquitoes 
may be 


eliminated by kerosene. 


It was by this means that the can- 


al diggers cleared the zones o? the 
mosquitos and yellow fever, which 
had licked the French. He was a 
member of the Walter Reed commis- 
sion which discovered that mosqui- 
tos carried the yellow fever germ. 


He spotted the first boll weevil in 


Texas and asked congress for an ap- 
propriation to fight it. He did not 
get it, but in the 30 
years' 
war 


which followed he fought the enemy 
to a standstill and the cotton indus- 
try owes him more than any other 
one man. His fifty years of public 
service were an 
endless 
battle 


against the clover midge, Japanese 
beetle, corn-borer and all the rest of 
the advancing insect hordes. The au- 
thor of 941 publications, he has in- 
sisted that insects may yet domin- 
ate the world—the theme of his new 
book.

drink," he replied, "besides, being an 
advocate of non-violence, I never 
carry firearms."

One general belief is that President 
Hoover will be making frequent use 
of the veto power. 


Only the Omniscient Being has an 


Idea how the two houses will orga- 
nize, how long it will take them, 
which party will win technical con- 
trol and how the -congressional ac- 
tion to legalize the Hoover morator- 
ium can be put through between the 
date Congress meets, Dec. 7, and 
Ahe date payments are due, Dec. 15. 


Situation Worse 


" The -farm situation is much worse 
than ever, especially in wheat and 
cotton, and the export debenture and 
equalization fee plans are coming up 
more urgently than before, 
after,

Always Live Issue

since the ' Revolution and veterans 
will have a program 
calling for 


•widows' pensions, cancellation of In- 
terest on bonus loans and cashing 
of the adjusted compensation certifi- 
cates. Ordinarily Congress gives the 
veterans what they want, but the 
treasury deficit has led to a notice- 
able stiffening on the part of some 
administration members and there is 
reason to suppose that the contest 
will be- prolonged and bitter. 


Congress passed a tariff bill not so 


long ago,'but the rafters are going- 
to ring with tariff speeches again. 
The Hawley-Smoot act will not be 
revised no matter how vociferously 
the Democrats assail it, but It will be 
used for political purposes and in

on oil.

The issue of armaments is com- 


ing in for moie and more discussion 
as a world winch is spending $4,000,- 
000,000 a year for martial purposes 
draws nearer to the first General 
Conference for Reduction and Limi- 
tation of Armaments at Geneva riext 
February. Lately it has been men- 
tioned in connection with European 
-war debts and it has been suggested 
that this country might consent to a 
revision, of terms only in case a rad- 
ical reduction of military expendi- 
tures was made. 
MacDonald's Charge 


Premier MacDonald of England 


has created a sensation by his asser- 
tion that Britain had been reducing 
while the United States and other 
nations were increasing. But as far 
as this country was concerned that 
shouldn't have been classed as im- 
portant news if true. Supporting 
one of President Hoover's warnings 
of a mounting military budget, the 
White House last year gave out a 
table showing that "our own rose 
from $625,000,000 for 1928 to $741,-

statistics used in modern business 
are inaccurate and of little value be- 
cause inadequate mathematics are 
tis'ed in their preparation, the Ma- 
thematical Association of America 
was told today. 


Prof. Harry C, Carver of the uni- 


versity of Michigan, in a lecture on 
"&ilsiness and Statistics," skid there 
is need both for increased use of 
pure mathematics In preparing busi- 
ness statistics, and for better ma- 
thematics than are now available to 
solve nevtf business 
problems that 


are constantly arising. 


"The trend of business statistics 


is, and necessarily must be, toward 
the mathematical end of the statis- 
tics spectrum." Prof. 
Carver said, 
"a»d 
mathematical 
statistics—es- 


sentially a combination of 
probv 


ability and 
pure mathematics—Is 


sadly in need of a rigor which only 
specialists in pure mathematics can 
supply.

"It is greatly to be regretted that 


phase of business statistics

ing with analysis and projection of 
time observations of how quantities 
like prices vary with 
time series, 


rests on an cxcb-ilmgly 
unstable 


foundation.

excuse for this state of affairs.

casters scaxcely commit themselves. 


"The usual excuse that is offered 


by economists for not 
employing 


mathematical statistical methods is 
that the data is so subject to error 
that the use of more refined meth- 


ods is not warranted. As a matter 
of fact, the best reason for employ- 
Ing mathematical methods is the 
fact that the data is so inexact. If 
the data were exact an<J obeyed a 
simple law there would be no use for 
mathematical methods. 


"I believe that by the time the 


mathematicians realize

tance of applied mathematics,

The first change of importance concerns .the penalty covering fouls.m 


the try for the point after a touchdown. No more will the attack side 
automatically get the point if the defending team fouls on the play, and 
no more, by the same rule, will the attacking side automatically lose the 
point if it scores but happens'to foul on the "try." The attacking sida 
hereafter must actually score the point or fail to score it. It is a wise rule. 


The second important change puts-teeth in the old rule which provides 


that no player may wear equipment"-which in any way endangers opposing 
players! -The use of sharp" cleats, paper mache wrist protectors and such 
things was forbidden for some time, but the committee went even further 
this time by prohibiting even any general taping of the hands. It worded 
the rule so" that a cut or-an injury to the hands may be protected with 
the referee's consent, but it unalterably opposed taping of the hands for 
no other reason than to make their use more punishing. The prohibition 
here outlined does, not appear in the text of the rules but comes under an 
explanation of what is considered unfair equipment and really amounts 
to an ukase. If one of the officials is not satisfied that the .letter of recom- 
mendation is observed he may suspend the player if the correction is not 
made within two minutes. •

The navy department hopes the

One of the 1,500 ton, S5 knot ships, 


is to be built at the Brooklyn, N. Y., 
navy yard, to avert a

slump and resultant discharge of ex- 
perienced workers. For the other ten 
bids are expected from a half dozen 
private east coast .yards, and naval 
yards at Boston, Charleston, S. _G., 
Mare Island.

He expressed this belief Wednes- 


day night in a radio 
address in 


which he said that "more faith and 
fewer nostrums" was the need of 
the day. 
"Let us quit talking about our 


troubles and regard the present as 
an opporunity to demonstrate our 
capacity for accomplishment," he 
told his radio listeners. "The whole 
•world looks to America for leader- 
ship. Let us justify their expecta- 
tions. 


"I cannot predict when we shall 


evolve out of our present economic 
condition, but when we look back- 
ward and see that in the past we 
have always come out of depressions 
and gone on to greater prosperity, I 
am confident that we shall repeat 
our past experience. When that re- 
covery will come, no one will have 
the hardihood, definitely, to forecast. 
Certain it is that it can only be 
brought about by cooperating indi- 
vidual effort and not by government 
action. 


"Meanwhile, let us be courageous 


and optimistic. Let us have an abid- 
ing confidence in the fundamental 
soundness of American institutions, 
in the enduring principles of our gov- 
ernment. Let us have faith in our 
financial institutions and in the se- 
curities of our industries and utili- 
ties and let us be patient and fru- 
gal." 


Looks For Cooperation 


On the matter of wages, the for-
